How S. P. 
Met Great 


Emergency 
AN FRANCISCO had no advance 


hint of disaster—50 years ago this 
month. 

Carefree thousands attended her beau- 
tiful theaters and dined in her famous 
restaurants the warm, clear night of 
Tuesday, April 217, 1906. Music lovers 
enjoyed Caruso and Fremstad singing 
“Carmen” at the Gpera House. After- 
wards, in carriages and newfangled auto- 
mobiles, the celebrants and music lovers 
rolled homeward—to untroubled sleep. 

Most were still sleeping at 5:12 a.m. 
Six seconds later their world went mad 
with an earthquake! The city jerked, 
rolled, slipped. Tall buildings shivered 
and whipped like trees. 

For 65 seconds there was no stability. 
From everywhere rose a terrifying rum- 
ble. Steeples wobbled in all directions at 
once. Chimneys crashed. Walls toppled. 


This is one of the many refugee camps set up 
by victims of the fire and earthquake. 
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These are the photographs which were split 
down the middie of Market Street and put to- 
gether to make up the cover of this month's 
Bulletin. Both were taken by photographers 
who stood on the uppermost fevel of the Ferry 
Building tower at the foot of Market Street, 
aiming their cameras westward. 


Pavements cracked. Clouds of dust were 
whipped up by the falling debris. 

Into the streets people rushed in their 
nightclothes. Many thought it was the 
end of the world and screams of hun- 
dreds were stifled in the ruins. 

Here and there in the area south of 
Market street small fires started as gas 
mains parted and electric wires snapped 
and burning stoves turned over. (Little 
attention was paid to the fires at first.) 

Although Southern Pacific was hard 
hit, the calm leadership of Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager Edgar E. 
Calvin prevented panic among the rail- 
roaders. Regular headquarters in the 
Flood Building were unsafe, so Calvin 
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arranged for temporary offices at Oak- 
land Pier and in the Ferry Building at 
the foot of Market street. That building's 
foundations, deep under the bay, had 
absorbed much of the shock. Only a few 
pieces of facing were shaken off the fam- 
ous tower—and the clock stopped at 
217. (Whether the clock wobbled on for 
five minutes after the initial shock or 
was jarred ahead five minutes is not 
knewn,) 

On Valencia street hill Southern Pa- 
cific rails lay twisted by the quake. Loco- 
motives had toppled into turntable pits 
at Oakland across the bay. Cars were 
off the tracks, As far as 75 miles south— 
where SP pierced the Coast Range to- 
ward Santa Cruz—straight rails were 
shaped into the letter “S” across the 
“fault” line where the tortured earth 
shifted. 


Eyen though many of our railroaders 
suffered great personal losses to their 
homes and families, they joined the 
maintenance forces to restore as quickly 
as possible the transportation so vital to 
the strieken city. Within a few hours the 
trains were bringing in relief supplies 
and carrying refugees out. Southern Pa- 
cific ferries, cradled on the water of the 
bay, had ridden the quake without dam- 
age and did not miss a single schedule 
as refugees swarmed to Oakland, Ber 
Jey and Alameda. Among the ferries 


doing valiant work was the Berkcley, 
still mm active service today, 50 years 
later, On our trains and ferries all 
were carried without charge. 

Many small fires seon united into one 
huge conflagration in the neighborhood 
of Mission and Third streets and ate to- 
ward Market street, the heart of the 
city. Water mains had broken, depriving 
firemen of water to fight the flames. Fire- 
men lost their leader, David Scanlon, 
chief of the department—khilled by a 
falling wall. 

The battle against the fire scemed 
hopeless. By noon of the first day it had

consumed nearly a square mile of the 
city—and it was to burn for two days 
more! Armed troops from the Presidio 
tried to stop the spread of the flames 
by dynamiting buildings, with little suc- 
cess. Heat became so intense at some 
locations that firemen had to fiee, aban- 
doning engines and other apparatus. A 
highly inflammable shoe store became @ 
mass of roaring flames so hot that win- 
dows several stories higher in the nearby 
Claus Spreckels building exploded from 
the heat, and in a few minutes the in- 
terior of this towering building was 
ablaze from bottom to top. The Palace 
Hotel—almost undamaged by the quake 
—was afire in every part, its myriad bay 
windows all shooting flames at once. The 
frame of the $6,000,000 city hall—the 
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dome of which was shaken bare as a 
birdeage by the quake—was a mass of 
twisted ironwork in Jess than an hour. 

By aflernoon the fire had swung north- 
ward along the waterfront, in front of, 
but missing the Ferry Building, [t 
jumped Market street and was burning 
west toward Sansome street and toward 
Nob and Telegraph hills, uniting with 
fire that was destroying the Barbary 
Coast. Simultaneously another conflagra- 
tion threatened the crowded Mission dis- 
trict of wooden homes, where firemen 
and home owners fought it desperately 
and well. 

Southern Pacifie’s record storage 
building at Fourth and Townsend strects 
(formerly the General Office), a hun- 
dred yards from the main station of the 
railroad, was destroyed by combination 
of earthquake and fire. Flames licking at 
the brick warehouse buildings on the 
north side of Townsend street were soon 
blistering the paint off the station, Jt 
seemed that the SP freight sheds, ex- 
tending south from Townsend street to- 
ward the China Basin, would catch fire 
at any moment, destroying supplies 
badly needed by the city and hampering 
the railroad’s relief work. 

Every time a fire alarm sounded from 
the vicinity of Fourth and Townsend 
streets the cry was, “It’s the freight 


hed roofs,

sheds!” Sparks fell on the 


extinguished by Fire Engine Company 
16, which laid hoses from China Basin 
and pumped with powerful fire tugs. 


Immediately opposite the SP freight 
sheds a heap of paint burned fiercely, 
giving off clouds of dense black smoke. 
This marked the spot that lad been the 
Uhl Brothers’ warehouse. Freight cars 
that had heen “spotted” at warehouse 
doors along the north side of Townsend 
street became just sets of wheels and 
axles and tangles of twisted rods. 

On orders telegraphed by E. H. Harri- 
man, president of the railroad, then in 
New York, Calvin placed Southern Pa- 
cific at the service ef General Funston 
who ruled the city by martial law. Infor 
mation bureaus were set up in various 
districts to inform the people about train 
and ferry services. These bureaus also 
became clearing houses where “lost” 


people could register and ‘be located by 
frantic members of their families. 
Night descended, but night did not 
bring darkness. The ruins glared red. 
The hideous crackling of the fire went 
on. Despairing people retreated before 
the relentless flames. When the St. 
Francis Hotel stood against the lurid 
sky, a blackened ruin, many abandoned

all hope that any of the eity could be 
saved. 

Long caruvans of people carrying their 
precious and sometimes pathetic belong- 
ings streamed across burning San Fran- 
cisco toward the Presidio and Golden 
Gate Park; while downtown the troops 
from Fort Miley tried to keep order. The 
people of the city slept outdoors. Women 
worn out with hysteria, men overworked 
to the breaking point, dropped down in 
the streets and slept. When the fire came 
too near, the soldiers roused them and 
they moved on and slept again. 

Through the night, starting some 3,000 
miles to the cast, President Harriman 
was racing westward by special train, 
smashing all speed records across the 
continent, to direct our railroad’s rescue 
work in person. 


On the second day, famine threatened 
the city and still the flames raged on. 
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Estimates placed the homeless at more 
than 100,000, 

“Food, medicines and other relief sup- 
plies are being gathered together in 
cities all along our system,” Calvin told 
his staff. “Telegraph to all divisions that 
these supplies must move toward us at 
passenger trrin speeds. No freight train 
is to be more than 12 cars long.” 

“That will mean putting every avail- 
able locomotive into this service,” some- 
one protested, 

“Do it!” 

The freight sheds were safe by the sec- 
ond morning. The food that had been 
stored there was distributed to the needy. 
Other freight was placed outdoors under 
guard of soldiers, se the sheds could he 
made available to shelter some of the 
homeless, On Harriman’s instructions all 
the railroad’s supplies of gasoline were 
turned over to the city’s emergency ve- 
hicles. Railroad teamsters were placed 
under the orders of General Funston, 
while the railroad continued paying their

wages, Much railroad equipment was 
also placed at the service of the stricken 
city on direct orders of the top manage- 
ment. 

By that time, the flames were threaten- 
ing the palatial homes on Nob Hill and 
the Mark Hopkins Institute of Art, 
founded by one of the “Big Four” pi- 
oneer builders of our railroad. 

Chinatown had gone. The wooden 
joss-houses with their idols; the shaps 
with their priceless porcelains and silks 
bad been caught in the cauldron of 
flame. 

This second day, relief began reach- 
ing San Francisco from cities all over 
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the West. Three sections of the “Ow!” 
train were sidetracked by the railroad 
to rush a mercy train from Los Angeles, 
bringing a corps of 25 doctors, 70 nurses 
and ten assistants. 

In Southern Pacific General Hospital 
more than 250 persons were given free 
attention, until near the end of this sec- 
ond day the fire reached the hospital 
building. All the injured were then re- 
moved and sent to hospitals in nearby 
cities. Last to leave were the chief sur- 
geon and his staff, and nurses who 
remained on duty until they were near 
exhaustion. 

In three days 497 city blocks burned 
—4%4 square miles of the heart of San 
Francisco—ineluding more than 20,000 
buildings comprising the wholesale, 
financial and retail shopping districts, 
and the populous areas south and west 
of Market street and over Telegraph, 
Russian and Nob hills. More than 500 
dead were removed from the ruins. 

On Saturday, the fourth day, came the 
welcome news that the fire was under 
control A brief rainstorm en Sunday 
cooled the ashes of the city. Harriman 
arrived, and announced a Southern Pa- 
cifie gift of $200,000 for relief work. In 
85 days our railroad moved more than 
1,600 carloads of relief supplies and 
over 224,000 passengers free of charge. 

Southern Pacific trains also helped in 
the gigantic job of removing the rubble, 
over specially laid tracks that penetrated 
the ruins, 

As the rebuilding of the city began, 
the Ferry Building stood alone in ma- 
jestic strength at the very foot of Market 
street, as it stands today. Its tower, 
modeled after the famous Moorish bell 
tower of the Cathedral of Seville, looked 
down from its height of 240 fect as out 
of the ruins rose the new and modem 
and stronger San Francisco—more heau- 
tiful than ever—the city our railroad is 
proud to call our home, 


He's Teaching 
Railroading! 


AbOUr a year ago, Bill Anklam, teleg- 
tapher at Elmhurst Station, Western 
Division, was asked to give a talk on 
railroading at his son’s class at Corval- 
lis Elementary School in Sun Lorenzo. 
He made such a hit with the children 
and with William Dresbach, director of 
curriculum and visual aids of the San 
Lorenzo School District, that Bill is now 
a regular teacher of railroading in his 
spare time, several mornings every week! 


He was asked to work up a program 
that would apply to all classes and cur- 
ricula in his district, After two months' 
preparation, the “Railroad Educational 
Program” was devised. 

The first step at each school is for 
Bill to meet with the schoo) faculty and 
outline the proposed presentation for 
each grade. Posters for blackboard dis- 
plays, and AAR literature are furnished 
by SP’s Public Relations Department. 
Since teachers’ time is limited and they 
are unable to spend hours researching 
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Learning about our railroad is fun for these 
children. At top Bill Anklam, telegrapher, 
Elmhurst Station, falks to the students of 
Colonial Acres Schoo! in Hayward, California. 
In tha center, children. play at being rail- 
toaders and at bottom, Jack Roche, asst. 
district passenger agent, Oakland, and Anklam 
chat with interested youngsters, 
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railroad material, this is a welcome serv- 
ice. 

These teacher's kits and work materi- 
als are given te th ners two or three 
weeks before Biil is scheduled to appear 
before each class.

In the interim the teachers prepare the 
students in class study, using geography, 
spelling, arithmetic and reading exer- 
cises, al! emphasizing the railroad theme. 
This unit of work meets the curriculum 
requirements and encourages the stu- 
dents’ interest in railroads ai the same 
time. 


When Bill appears before a class and 
presenis his railroad program, the chil- 
dren have a basic understanding of the 
subject und ask many intelligent ques- 
liens. 

To acquaint the parents with the rail- 
road program the pupils are sent home 
with railroad comic books, the assign- 
ment being for the pupils to read the 
stories together with their parents and 
report back in class what they have 
learned. 


The above program is set up for the 
first to sixth grades. 

In the junior high school and senior 
high school level the approach is toward 
railroad economics, science, safety and 
vocational guidance. 

Also heavily stressed in the Reail- 
road Educational Program is safety. In 
company with J. B. Malarkey, safety 
supervisor, and J, W. Eber, special agent, 
Anklam appears for auditorium meet- 
ings of children from the first to the 
eighth grades. High schoel seniors meet 
with Malarkey and Anklam fer panel dis- 
cussions concerning safely around the 
railroads. 


To carry the message of safety to 
adults, Anklam also presents his pro- 
gram to Parent-Teacher Association 
meetings and community clubs.

You Have Helped Show Congress 


That Highway Taxes Are Unfair 


OU DO wield an influence in Con- 
gress? 

Despite the tremendous strength of 
the national trucking lobby, which sup- 
ported the Boggs bill to continue piling 
most of the cost of federal highway 
financing onto private motorists, the prin- 
ciple of asking heavy trucks to pay a 
greater share than in the past has at Jast 
been recognized. 

Inte the original Boggs bill the House 
Committee oa Ways and Means has in- 
serted a provision for an additional 
annual tax of $1.50 per 1000 pounds on 
trucks rated at 26,000 pounds or more. 


Only First Step 

This, it is pointed out, is only a first 
step in the right direction. According to 
some estimates it still leayes the average 
private motorist paying about twice as 
much as he should. Nor does it go far 
toward making the proposed huge high- 
way program pay for itself, When the 
40,000 miles of proposed super highways 
are completed, the unpaid debt on them 
would still be measured in billions, And 
although the average private motorist 
would get some use of the super high- 
ways, most of the benefits would ge to 
the truckers regularly using the long 
inter-city routes. 


You Tell Them! 


The committee's recognition of the 
principle that heavy commercial users 
should bear more than their present 
share of highway costs is believed to 
have been brought about in part through 
the force of public opinion—your letters 
to your congressmen — demanding that 
more of the cost be allotted to the truck- 
ers, who will benefit most. But more let- 
ters are needed if this shift in policy is

to conlinue until a fair division of costs 
is written into the bill, 

Dr. Burton N. Behling, economist of 
the Bureau of Railway Economics, ap- 
peared before the committee as witness 
for the Association of American Rail- 
roads, He declared, “The sound approach 
to the highway financing problem is to 
require the large and heavy vehicles to 
pay the cost of their extraordinary de- 
mands, unless they are willing to build, 
maintain and pay taxes on their own 
rights-of-way” (as the railroads do).

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Rate Increase Granted 
To Ease Higher Costs 


N EW railroad freight rates, involving 
generally a 6 per cent increase, 
were authorized effective March 7 by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
increase in rates was initiated by the na- 
tion's railroads to help pay for increased 
wages and payrojl taxes and higher 
prices of fucl, materials and supplies. 

E, A. Kaier of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, chief counsel in rate hearings be- 
fore the Commission, calculated that 
higher costs placed upon the railroads 
since their previous rate increase are 
amounting to more than $590 million ad- 
ditional annually, of which $417 million 
is composed of wage increases.

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Operating Costs 
Rose Last Year 


rue cost of operating our railroad 
climbed to $329,108,191 last year, an 
increase of $28,296,281 above 1954. 

Biggest increase was in payroll costs, 
up $16,377,026 over 1954, Of this in- 
crease about $6,764,000 represented in- 
creased wage rates. Also, we had more 
people at work in 1955 than in 1954 
because of more freight traffic. The 
average number on our Transportation 
System in 1955 was 76,855, an increase 
of 1,530 over 1954. 

‘We made some economies through im- 
proved efficiency. For example, although 
there was an increase of 8.5% in freight 
volume (revenue ton-miles) we handled 
the increase with only 7.2% more freight 
train-miles. This improved efficiency 
was due in part to further progress in 
dieselization; and also to heavy invest. 
ments in new cars, better track, better 
communication, modern yards, etc,

Freight Traffic Classes 
Are Off To A Good Start 


‘'T was the third meeting of the Freight 

Trafic Department orientation class. 
The twenty employes assigned to the 
course entered the new cream-and-grey 
classroom on the second floor of 84 
Market Street in San Francisco and took 
their places at the specially built V- 
shaped table, Large white cards upright 
in wooden holders identified each stu- 
dent. 

John Detlor, supervisor of training 
and development for the Freight and 
Passenger ‘Traflic-Public Relation de- 
partments, greeted the class pleasantly 
and returned to them graded examin- 
ation papers. The class reviewed the sub- 
ject matter of the previous session 
thoroughly, much of which was basic 
material about the SP in general and 
the Freight Traffic Department in par- 
ticular. 


Then the quiz papers were put away 
and Detlor began his lecture for this 
session. He talked about “Rates.” Using 
the huge map on the wall to emphasize 
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points, and writing figures on the easel 
beside him, Detlor covered the rudiments 
of rates, He asked questions of tlie alert 
group; lively discussiuns were carried 
on. The scene was reminiscent of a col- 
lege class room. Men were being stimu- 
lated to think. 

At the close of the 1% hour session 
the students continued talking about 
rates as they walked down the stairs to 
Market Street, a sure indication that the 
session had been a success. 


Three groups of about 20 employes 
each meet twice weekly in these orienta- 
tion classes, Each course lasts eight 
weeks. During the two-month period the 
students touch lightly on many subjects. 
They learn something about railroad ge- 
ography, telephone techniques, tracing, 
IBM machines, diversion, both perish- 
able and dead freight, and miscellaneous 
matters, such as study of the Railway 
Guide, equipment circulars, and so forth. 


Freight traffic course objectives are: 
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(1) te induct new employes properly 
into our organization; (2) to prepare 
men to perform more effectively in their 
present capacity; and (3) 10 develop a 
trained management replacement team. 


These orientation courses are another 
phase of the ever-expanding program of 
SP-sponsored employe-education. 

Other courses currently being con- 
ducted in the new Mar Street class 
room are on perishable freight claims, 
business speech, letter writing, sales- 
manship, and passenger traffic, the Jat- 


ter heing taught by Godfrey Duncan, 
Detlor’s assistant, 

Our company is increasingly aware 
that a thoroughly trained employe is 
more valuable both to himself and to 
his employer. 

A training committee has been formed, 
with Detlor as Chairman, 10 determine 
fulure plans for freight traffic training 


classes and to decide what future needs 
will be.

Contract for Salt Lake Fill 
Promises Speedy Construction 


LANS for speeding our project to 

build a 13-mile fill across the deep- 
est part of Great Salt Lake were de- 
scribed to newsmen and civic leaders 
in an excursion to the site last month, 
The speeded schedule will mean that 
the fill will be ready to by-pass our 
world’s longest trestle in about four 
years, according to President D. J. 
Russell. 

Contract for construction of the giant 
fill has heen awarded to Morrison-Knud- 
sen Company, Inc. The entire job will 
cost us about $49 million. 

On the excursion to the site were 
representative civic, business and news- 
paper leaders of Utah, Weber county, 
Ogden, Deseret, Salt Lake City and 
Idaho Falis—among them Harman Bar- 
ton, vice-president of the Commercial 
Security Bank, who also was there when 
the trestle was opened more than half 
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a century ago. Our delegation was 
headed by Vice-President J. W. Cor- 
bett and Superintendent V. E. Anderson. 

A work camp for about 600 men and 
their families is being established west 
of Promontory Point. This force will 
operate massive, specially built equip- 
ment to accomplish by 1960 an earth- 
moving job rivalling the biggest ever 
attempted in the West. Seven barges, 
built at the site, will move 3,000 tons 
of rock, gravel and sand per trip, 
removed from nearby quarries by six- 
yard-bite shovels and fed to the barges 
by a giant conveyor belt. Outsized 
dump trucks will carry 50 tons each. 

The fill, when completed, will be 
virtually indestructible, the engineers 
assure us, providing a stable roadbed 
suitable for full-speed train operations

NE of the easiest ways for us to pay 

our obligations (ike income tz 
or life insurance) or to accumulate say- 
ings that will help us in our old age 
(such ag savings bonds, railroad retire- 
ment money) is through deductions 
made from our pay checks. In that way 
we never actually get hold of the money 
that is deducted, and therefore we don’t 
ever have to take it oul of our pockets— 
a process which sometimes is painful. 


In making the deductions for us our 
company is performing a real service, 
doing our bookkeeping without charge. 
And it is a big JOB! 

Let's take a look at what the Auditor 
of Pay Roll Accounts ollice had to do in 
handling 1955 pay roll deductions: 

There were over 85,000 statements is- 
sued shortly after year’s end to help 
employes make out their federal income 
tax, 

More than $15 million was deducted 
under the Railroad Retirement Act, and 
the company contributed an equal 
amount, at ne cost to us, In addition the 
company bore the entire cosl of Railread 
Unemployment Insurance. 


Savings bond deductions last year 
amounted to almost $4 million. Since 
194] a total of more than $62 million has 
been saved hy Southern Pacific men and 
women hy this method, and 2,646,414 
bonds have been issued. 

As of end of 1955 more than 50,000 SP 
men and women were covered under the 
group life insurance plan, their insur- 
ance protection totaling more than $210 
million—and all the accounting— plus 


our company. 
In addition, many miscellaneous de- 
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ductions were made to help us take care 
of such matters as health insurance, wel- 
fare contributions, purchases of shoes, 
glasses, uniforms, mealbooks, etc. These 
miscellaneous jlems added up to more 
than $7 million in the Yr.

Chief Surgeons 


ORE General Hospital, headquarters 
of the oldest and largest railroad 
hospital department in America, was 
visited and admired by railroad surgeons 
from many parts of the United States 
and Canada last month. They were in 
San Francisco for the two-day 36th an- 
nual meeting of the medical and surgical 
section of the American Association of 
Railroads, first such meeting in the West. 

Some 60 chief surgeons attended the 
sessions in the Hotel Mark Hopkins, with 
our own Dr. William W. Washburn, 
chief surgeon of the Southern Pacific 
Hospital Department, presiding as sec- 
tion chairman. 

Among the speakers was Dr. Dwight 
Murray, who has been our district sur- 
geon at Napa for the past five years, 
and who was recently honored by elec- 
tion to the presidency of the American 
Medical Association, effective in June. 
He described the “Parallel Growth of 
Medicine and Railroads in the West.” 

The California Medical Assn. was 
formed in Sacramento in 1856, same year 
the first railroad operated, he said. 

Dr. Washburn entertained visiting 
chief surgeons in our modern hospital, in 
particular describing our recent acqui- 
sitions, such as the special emergency 
recovery room and other emergency 
equipment. He listed the staff of 35 sur- 
geons, medical men and specialists avail- 
able to help SP men and women in need 
of hospital care; the 41 house doctors, of 
whom 18 are resident doctors specializ- 
ing in various branches of medicine, and 
the day and night nursing staff, all Reg- 
istered Nurses. Gur General Hospital, 
with 450 beds, serves an average of more 
than 400 patients at a time. 

Southern Pacific's Hospital Depart- 
ment was created at Sacramento in 1867. 
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Dr. W. W. Washburn, right, listens attentively 
as Dr. Dwight Murray addresses chief surgeons 
of American railroads, in session in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The General Hospital in later years was 
located in the Mission District of San 
Francisco and was destreyed in the San 
Francisco fire of 1906. The present hos- 
pital building was erected in 1909, with 
Harkness additions added since then.

OUR railroad, like the territory it 

serves, had a good year in 1955. It 
improved plant and increased its ca- 
pacity, which enabled it to handle the 
large volume of freight traffic resulting 
from the high level of business activity 
prevailing generally throughout the na- 
tion, 

The net income of Southern Pacific 
Transportation System amounted to 
$51,644,703. The Solely Controlled Af 
filiated Companies earned $4,600,969. 
The total was equivalent to $6.22 a share 
af Southern Pacific Company's capital 
stock, against $5.58 in 1954, Dividend 
distribution amounted to $27,141,366, or 
$3 a share. 

The earnings figures for last year do 
not reflect a true picture, as they are 
inflated by the income tax deferment (it 
is not a tax saving) resulting from the 
Government's accelerated amortization 
program for certain facilities. Without 
such deferments, which amounted to 
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OLLARS 


$1.61 a share in 1955 and $1.51 in 1954, 
the net carnings a share last year were 
$4.61 and $3.87 the previous year. 

The portion of net earnings retained 
for company purposes reflects the need 
for huge capital outlays to preserve our 
competitive position. As the area we 
serve grows, so do shippers’ requirements 
and our own obligations to meet them. 
A measure of the cost to do this is our 
1955 outlay for capital improvements— 
a record $117.6 million. 

Retaincd earnings were not sufficient 
to finance these sweeping capital im- 
provements in their entirety. Therefore, 
the Transportation System increased its 
outstanding long term debt by $12,907, 
985 and reduced cash and holdings of 
U. S. Treasury securities by $3,228,000, 
and Southern Pacific Pipe Lines, Inc., 
contracted long term indebtedness of 
$29,000,000. 

Southern Pacific’s capital expendi. 
tures last year went principally for 2,947 
freight cars, 171 diesel locomotive units, 
and 10 double-deck commute coaches. 
Our trucking subsidiaries acquired 587 
trailers and 456 tractors and trucks.

the year on the modern classification 
yard completed last month near Heuston, 
Texas, and starts were made on a similar 
yard at Eugene, Oregon, and a system 
of Centralized Traffic Control in south- 
ern California. An 844-mile pipeline into 
Arizona from California and T: was 
completed, and work was: begun on 178 
miles of branch pipelines. 


Even as our pipeline empliasizes our 
policy of providing all forms of land 
transportation to our patrons, so does 
expansion of our popular trailer-fatcar 
(piggyback”) service. In 1955, it was 
exLeaded to new areas of five states, and 
into the Middle West. By this month, 
Southern Pacific will have hauled its 
100,000th trailer in this service, Most of 
this traflic has been recaptured from 
highway carriers. ‘These new services 
illustrate Southern Pacifie’s efforts to 
utilize new ideas as well as technological 
developments to provide better and more 
convenient services to the public. 

President nhower’s State of the 
Unien message this year urges prompt 
Congressional action on recommenda- 
lions of his Cabinet Committee on Trans- 
port Policy. The central proposals would 
diminish regulatory restraints and give 
common carriers greater freedom to com- 
pete. They are important to the railroad 
industry and merit stockholders’ support. 

The eight states we serve, from Ore- 
gon to Louisiana, constitute the nation’s 
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fastest-growing territory. New industries, 
each requiring a spur track, constantly 
are locating along Southern Pacific's rail 
lines—at the rate of 144 a day in 1955.
